ARMED FORCES RADIO SERVICE 

NE hundred and six programs, a total 

of 42 hours of broadcast, go out each 
week from the United States via short- 
wave on nine different beams, insuring 
the armed forces overseas excellent pro- 
grams of music, entertainment and news. 

This immense project, handled by the 
Armed Forces Radio Service, one of the 
operating agencies of the Army Informa- 
tion Branch, Morale Services Division, 
also includes the facilities of overseas 
stations and portable transmitters adapt- 
ed to the mobility of armies in the field. 
As its name implies, this service is not 
limited to the Army alone. It makes avail- 
able, through the Navy Department, to 
both surface vessels and submarines, as 
well as shore installations, its entire 
musie¢ library and weekly release of tran- 
scriptions. In fact it has become the larg- 
est transcription network in the history 
of radio. 

A major part of the programs have, 
since the start, been made up of shows 
contributed by commercial radio. Thus, 
favorite and familiar programs which 
were heard at home are made available to 
every theater of operation. Rights were 
received, by agreement with music copy- 
right owners in this country and with 
the musicians’ union, to use all available 
music for military purposes. Through 
several agencies permission was obtained 
to use the best radio, motion picture and 
stage talent. A weekly release of 60 com- 
mercial shows, with commercial an- 
nouncements deleted, furnishes two-thirds 
of the program material. The remainder 
consists of 46 programs which are pro- 
duced by Armed Forces Radio Service. 

\s the shortwave system was developed 
so also was the international transcrip- 
ion network made up of local radio sta- 
tions. To these it was soon necessary to 
add additional “on the spot” stations and 
he portable units.

Naval Appropriation Bill 

The $32.647,134,366 naval appropriation 
bill for 1945, passed by the House on 14 
April by a 258 to 0 vote after only brief 
debate, is now under study by the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee and is ex- 
pected to be reported to the Senate within 
the next few days. 

The Senate Committee gave the green 
light to the navy bill although it had be- 
fore it several appropriation measures 
passed much earlier by the House. 

Highlight of the House debate on the 
measure was a lengthy description of 
the work of the Navy and its bureaus, in- 
cluding the Marine Corps, by Chairman 
Vinson of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

Department of Defense 

The House also heard Representative 
Johnson, Ind., a member of the naval 
subcommittee of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee urge a single head for 
the armed forces. 

“We should have a single qualified di- 
recting head of all branches of our armed 
forces,” said Mr. Johnson. 

The President is such a head in theory 
but not in actual practice, he said, stat- 
ing that he had neither the military and 
naval background to carry out the job, 
nor the time to devote to it. 

“We should have a Department of Na- 
tional Defense with full power to tell 
the Army and Navy what facilities to use 
and to force full cooperation and coor- 
dination in the use of all facilities,” con- 
tinued Mr. Johnson, declaring that the 
Army and Navy showed no disposition 
to get together in transferring surplus 
land to each other until the committee 
forced action. He also urged a single pur- 
chasing agency for the two services. 

The Navy’s Work 
Much of Representative Vinson’s talk 


was devoted to matters already made | 


public, but he wove them into a compre- 
hensive account of the Navy’s work in 
the war, and added a number of hereto- 
fore unrevealed accomplishments. 

Among the high points of his speech 
were the following statements: 


“Recent operations have seen the greatest 
concentrations of carrier-based planes ever 
known, and through complete mastery of the 
air our losses in surface craft and aircraft 
in such actions have been kept at a minimum. 
To maintain this superiority, as we drive the 
Japanese back into his inner ring of de- 
fenses, we are going to need every carrier 
and plane that our program will provide. * * * 

“The Navy's personnel problems are today

Relief of Army Officers 


Fifty-four percent of the Army officers 


brought before the Reclassification Board | 


during the past 15 months were ordered 
separated from the service, Maj. Gen. 
Miller White, Assistant Chief of Staff G-1, 
told the House Military Affairs Commit 
tee yesterday, 21 April. 

For the year 1943 and up until 1 April 
1944, General White revealed, a total of 
1,486 officers haled before the board 
were ordered discharged, while 746 were 
reassigned in grade and 106 were de 
moted and reassigned. 

General White opposed the bill intro 
duced by Representative Sadowski, Mich., 
which would require that officers sepa- 
rated from the service should be placed 
on the active list in a grade not more 
than one grade below that 
time of separation. 

During 1941 and 1942, General White 
said, greater emphasis was placed on 
reassigning officers who were called be- 
fore the Board, but the emphasis is now 
shifting to the separation of such officers. 


To this end, he said, AR 605-230 is being | 


redrafted. The new regulations, he said, 
will not be evoked as a disciplinary meas- 
ure, but strictly to remove oflicers who 
cannot be utilized. The Board will, how- 
ever, he said, try to find some way to 
utilize the officer’s service by reassign- 
ment if there is any reasonable doubt, 
but if there is serious doubt 
utility he will be removed. 


Officers separated from the service may | 


sign up for enlistment at the time, with- 
out returning to their draft board, he said. 

He said there is no shortage of officers 
at this time, but that rather there is a 
surplus in some categories, mentioning 
specifically the older officers in admin- 
istrative positions. 


Furlough for Replacements 

Commanding generals of the major 
forces have been authorized by the War 
Department to prescribe time for delays 
en route of enlisted men ordered to per- 
sonnel replacement depots for overseas 
shipment sufficient to permit the man to 
spend not more than 15 days at his chosen 


place of delay, in addition to the neces- | 


sary travel time. 

Delays en route to men ordered to the 
personnel replacement depots are permit- 
ted to be given under authority of para- 
graph 1, of AR 615-275.

House Post-War Group 
To Study Single Dept. 


Evidently determined to get one of its 
most controversial subjects settled first, 
the House’s Post-War Military Policy 
Committee will begin its work, Monday, 
24 April, with a consideration of the ad- 
visability of a single Department of De- 
fense. 

This subject, Chairman Woodrum, of 
Va., told the ArMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, 
probably will require about two weeks of 
hexrings. Sessions will be open to the 
public. 

First witnesses will be ranking civilian 
and military leaders of the War Depart- 
ment. They will be followed to the stand 
by Secretary of the Navy Knox and other 
naval leaders. The Bureau of the 
Budget, the National Advisory Commit- 
tee for Aeronautics, the General Ac- 
counting Office and the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce also will be 
heard. 

In the past, Army and Navy leaders 
have been unalterably opposed to a 
single department of defense, and even 
stronger in their opposition to the cor- 
relative proposal of a separate air force. 
As recently as last month, Admiral Er- 
nest J. King, Commander-in-Chief, United 
States Fleet, and Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, told the House Appropriations 
Committee that the question of a single 
department was under study but that he 
was opposed to any change during the 
war. He did not commit himself on the 
advisability of such a combination after 
the war. 

The matter of a separate department 
of air seems to have been shelved in 
favor of greater coordination of land, 
sea and air, instead of separation of the 
air from land and sea forces. Proponents 
of a single department of defense in- 
clude such Congressional leaders as 
Chairman Vinson of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, and Representative 
Wadsworth, of N. Y., sponsor of the 
Post-War Military Policy Committee. 


The committee’s hearings are likely to 
bring the arguments for and against the 
consolidation of all defense forces out in- 
to the open. 


Chaplains as General Officers 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
voted this week to report a bill intro- 
duced last November by Representative 
Kilday, Tex., to provide that during the 
present emergency and for six months 
after the termination of the war the 
President may appoint chaplains as gen- 
eral officers of the Army of the United 
States in such numbers and grades as 
may be recommended by the Secretary 
of War. 

It is expected that enactment of the 
legislation would result in the present 
Chief of Chaplains, Brig. Gen. William R. 
Arnold, being promoted to major general. 
The number to be made brigadier gen- 
erals is yet to be determined. 

The bill did not originate in the War 
Department, but was referred to it for 
comment. The department stated that it 
will not oppose it.

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Army Reclassification 

The procedure of reclassification of of- 
ficers in order to maintain the best quali- 
fied leaders in the positions for which 
they are best fitted is discussed by the 
War Department in a release issued by 
the Bureau of Public Relations 20 April. 

The subject of reclassification, main- 
tenance of highly qualified personnel, and 
the separations board, treated in various 
preceding issues of the ARMY AND NAVY 
JouRNAL, are discussed in the release, 
the full text of which follows: 


“Attainment of the Army’s planned strength 
of 7,700,000 officers and enlisted personnel 
focuses increased attention on the Army’s 
problem of providing competent leadership 
within this great striking force. 

“The Army demands a high quality of per- 
formance by all of its leaders. It is an obliga- 
tion and a necessity to eliminate officers who 
eannot meet the Army’s requirements. This 
obligation, heightened by the realization that 
soldiers of a citizen Army deserve, more than 
anything else, competent leadership, takes 
precedence over all other considerations. 

“Realizing that it was inevitable that mis- 
takes would be made in the appointment and 
subsequent assignment of some officers during 
the mobilization period, and that some of- 
ficers, meeting all qualifications for appoint- 
ment, would prove unsatisfactory in their 
assignments, the Army established a system 
of reclassification to provide a procedure 
whereby officers could be utilized to the best 
advantage of the Government or eliminated 
from the service if unsuitable. 

“The reclassification procedure embraces 
those steps necessary to place the individual 
in the proper job or to separate him from 
the service. 

“Under the reclassification procedure, an 
officer of the Army may be reclassified when 
it is considered that he is assigned to duties 
for which he is not fitted, or is unsatisfactory 
in his current assignment because he holds 
commission in a grade higher than that for 
which he is professionally fitted, possesses 
habits or traits of character which adversely 
affect his efficiency as an officer, or is not 
qualified professionally or otherwise to hold 
any commission, 

“Disciplinary cases are not handled under 
the reclassification procedure, which is ad- 
ministrative rather than judicial. Rights of 
the individual are stressed, with every means 
being taken to protect those rights. 

“Specifically, as the first step in reclassi- 
fication, an officer is reassigned when his 
commander considers that the officer is not 
performing satisfactorily the duties to which 
he is assigned and this unsatisfactory per- 
formance of duty is not due to misconduct, 
habits, or traits of character. When there 
is no assignment within the command which 
the officer is qualified to fill, the commanding 
officer informs the officer concerned that he 
is being recommended for reclassification. 
The officer then has several voluntary courses 
open to him. He may voluntarily request de- 
motion and reassignment in a lower grade, 
he may request relief from active duty if over 
38 years of age, or he may resign. If none of 
these is elected, he appears before a reclassi 
fication board. 

“If it is considered that the unsatisfactory 
performance of duty is the result of miscon- 
duct, habits, or traits of character, the officer 
may voluntarily resign for the good of the 
service, If the officer does not choose this 
course, he appears before a reclassification 
board. 

“Reclassification boards, which are set up 
in each of the Army’s major commands, both 
in the United States and overseas, are com- 
posed of five commissioned officers, senior in 
rank to the officer undergoing reclassification. 

“The reclassification board may recommend 
reassignment, with or without demotion, de- 
motion, or separation from the service. 

“If separation from the service is recom- 
mended, the case is forwarded to the War 
Department for final review and decision. 

“In the War Department, the Secretary of 
War has established a Separations Board 
vested with authority to take final action 
in his name in all cases involving separation 
of officers from the service. The five voting 
members of this Board are general officers of 
the Regular Army, Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
or National Guard, all of whom have had 
wide experience in command and staff posi- 
tions within the Army. 

“Separation of the officer from the service 
is directed by the Board only if careful re 
View of the officer’s entire record and the re 
classification board proceedings in his case 
clearly indicate that such action is in the 
best interests of the service. 

‘The reclassification procedure is not re- 
lated to the relief from active duty of officers 
over 38S years of age for whom no suitable 
issigniments exist.”

Enlisted Men’s Allowances 


In order to provide continuation of 
payments to dependents of enlisted per- 
sonnel of the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, the Navy Department has 
issued the following additional instruc- 
tions governing the termination of money 
allowance for quarters for dependents 
and the filing of applications for family 


allowances: 

2. Men on duty in the United States in a 
non-travel status on 1 May, 1944, who are not 
furnished quarters by the government shall 
be credited with quarters allowance in their 
own right in lien of money allowance for 
quarters on and after that date and shall not 
thereafter become entitled to money allow- 
ance for quarters. Men whose dependents are 
in occupancy of public quarters on 1 May, 
1944, shall not thereafter become entitled to 
money allowance for quarters. Such men 
should make application for family allow- 
ance. 

3. In addition to termination of money al- 
lowance for quarters for dependents as pro- 
vided in paragraph 2 and in AlNavV 183-43 
and Marine Corps Letter of Instruction No. 
613, the occurrance of any one of the follow- 
ing events on and after 1 May 1944 will ter- 
minate entitlement to money allowance for 
auarters for denendents as of the last day of 
the month preceding the month in which such 
event occurs: 

(a) Man reports for duty in the United 
States, other than temporary duty in travel 
status, where he is not furnished quarters 
bv the government and is entitled to quarters 
allowance in his own right. 

(b) Man is assigned public quarters for 
oceupaney by his dependents. 

(c) Man requests stoppage of allotment for 
support of dependents for whom money al- 
lowance for quarters is claimed other than 
for the purpose of granting a new allotment 
of adequate amonnt, with first payment made 
the month following month of last payment 
of old allotment. 

(d) Man is absent without leave or over 
leave requiring checkage of pay. 

(e) When disbursing officer is required be- 
eause of status of man’s pay account to 
stop denendent’s allotment causing a break 
in nayment of one month or more. 

(f) When man reports for duty at a sta- 
tion where a higher rate of money allowance 
for quarters annlies and fails to grant a new 
allotment or additional allotment sufficient to 
equal annlieable monev allowance for quar- 
ters within 30 davs after reporting. 

The month of first payment of such allot- 
ments must be the month in which the higher 
rate of money allowance for quarters hecomes 
effective. Allotment officers will accept such 
allotment for payment although not received 
within time specified in other instructions. 

Money allowance for quarters terminated 
hecause of any of the foregoing reasons or 
any reason specified in AlNav 183 cannot be 
reinstated, 

1 Tn the interest of denendents of men 
receiving money allowance for quarters it is 
urged that the man at all times have a mini- 
mum allotment of $62 ner month for sunport 
of his dependents, which allotment will be 
sufficient to cover maximum money allow- 
ance for quarters credit in any area. 

Allotment to cover money allowance for 
anarters shonld he hased on 31-day month, 
bunt no adiustment is required in existing 
allotments where based on thirty times the 
snplicable money allowance for quarters per 
diem rate. 

5. Termination of money allowance for 
anarters credit for any cause constitutes an 
irrevocable election of familv allowance. 

Commanding and disbursing officers are 
charged with the responsibility of urging 
men whose money allowance for quarters is 
termineted to nrotect their denendents by 
promptly applying for family allowances. 

Exeent as otherwise provided in paragraph 
six such applications will be effective as pro- 
vided in eurrent instructions. 

6 Enlisted men whose entitlement to 
monev allowance for quarters was terminated 
21 Oct. 1943 by failure to meet all require- 
ments of AlNav 183 are deemed as having 
elected family allowance, and when specific- 
ally requested by the man application for 
familv allowance will be considered as hav- 
ing been made in November, 1943 

(.) Where thev have not already done so 
such men should make application for fam- 
ilv allowance. In these cases family allow- 
ance will he effective in accordance with cur- 
rent instructions unless the man reauests in 
his anvlication that November 1943 be made 
the effective month and states therein that 
money allowance for quarters credit was 
terminated because of failure to meet condi- 
tions snecified in AlNav 183. 

(b) Where application for family allow- 
anees has heen submitted prior to receipt of 
these instructions, the enlisted man _ con- 
eerned may submit a letter to the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel, Marine Corns or Coast 
Guard headquarters, via the disbursing offi- 
cer carrving his pay account, stating that 
money allowance for quarters credit was ter- 





minated 31 Oct. 1943 and requesting family 
piowanse payments retroactive to Novem- 

?, . 

_(c) Where man requests effective month 
November, the disbursing officer shall endorse 
applications and letters submitted in ac- 
cordance with (a) and (b) with a statement 
that family allowance checkage has been ad- 
justed retroactively to November. 

. The above instructions and those con- 
tained in AlNavs 175 and 183 apply strictly 
to all cases regardless of the fact that the al- 
lotment office may have accepted an allot- 
ment registered on or after 1 February. 
Checkages of erroneous money allowance 
for quarters credits may be liquidated at the 
rate at which credited. 

8. Personnel discharged and not reenlisted 
otherwise entitled to money allowance for 
quarters will be credited with such allow- 
ance for the month, or fraction thereof, in 
which discharged although allotment for the 
support of dependents stopped with last pay- 
ment of the preceding month. 

Discharge and immediate reenlistment 
does not terminate man’s right to money al- 
lowance for quarters if otherwise entitled. 

9 Entitlement to credit of money allow- 
ace for quarters must be continuous from 1 
May, otherwise the man shall have lost all 
further right to money allowance for quar- 
ters. 


Pearl Harbor Court Martial 


A list of officers needed as witnesses 
for a court martial on the Pearl Harbor 
attack has been drawn up, but Admiral 
Ernest J. King, USN, Commander in Chief 
of the Fleet has ruled that they can not 
be taken from their military duties to 
participate in court martial proceedings. 

This was brought out in the following 
official statement released by the Navy 
Department 14 April: 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox has 
received a memorandum from Adm. Ernest 
J. King. USN, Commander in Chief of the 
United States Fleet. in which Admiral King 
officially informed the Secretary that certain 
officers of the Navy now sérving on battle 
fronts in various parts of the world, could 
not be withdrawn from their military duties 
in order to participate as members or wit- 
nesses in court martial proceedings in connec- 
tion with the Japanese attack on Pearl Har- 
bor on 7 December, 1941. 

In his consideration of the case of Rear Adm. 
Husband Kimmel, USN (Ret.), and of the 
procuring of members and witnesses for a 
court martial, the Secretary had requested 
Admiral King to advise him as to the avail- 
ability of certain officers should a court mar- 
tial be convened. 

Admiral King. answering the Secretary, 
said: “About half the officers listed are on 
duty at sea in command of forces engaged 
with the enemy and in accordance with 
planned operations. Others at sea are perform- 
ing duties on the staffs of those commanders.” 

At his press conference on 11 April, 1944, 
Secretary Knox was questioned in connection 
with Congress’ extension of the time for 
trial of those involved in the Pearl Harbor 
catastrophe to June 7, 1944, and the Secretary 
said he would obtain the opinion of his legal 
advisers. 

“T have discussed this matter with Rear 
Admiral Gatch, the Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy.” said Secretary Knox, “and I 
have been advised by him that, inasmuch 
as Admiral Kimmel! has long since signed an 
agreement not to interpose the statute of 
limitations as a bar to his trial, there is now 
no necessity to construe any acts of Congress 
on this subject.” 

The Secretary further explained that Adm. 
Thomas C. Hart, USN (Ret.), is now in Hawaii 
pursuing his investigation into matters re- 
lating to the attack upon Pearl Harbor by 
the Japanese on December 7, 1941. 

“T would certainly feel derelict in my duty 
if I took from the Fleet and the yo 
fronts for court martial proceedings the offi- 
cers whom Admiral King has placed in those 
positions,” concluded the Secretary. 


Safeguarding Information 


Amendments have been made to Army 
Regulations 380-5 tightening the proce- 
dures for the safeguarding of military 
and technical information. The four clas- 
sifications, top secret, secret, confidential, 
and restricted, are such that no person 
is entitled solely by virtue of his grade 
or position to knowledge of such matter, 
it was said. They are to be entrusted only 
to those individuals whose official duties 
require such knowledze. 

Particular restrictions are placed 
around information concerning troop 
movements and individual travel.

Senator Walsh Urges Retention 
of Post-War Navy and Air Force 


Post-war maintenance, “unhampered 
and undismantled” of the Navy and Air 
Force we have built up during this war, 
was urged by Senator David I. Walsh, 
of Massachusetts, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs, in an 
address 16 April before the Knights of 
Columbus Service Flag Dedication at 
New Haven, Conn. 

The Senator praised the service of the 
members of the Knights of Columbus 
who are in the Armed Forces and de- 
clared that while they are fighting at the 
war front “we insist that there shall be 
no surrender of the American way of life 
here at home.” 

Senator Walsh said: 


“We have assembled here on this memo- 
rable day in the history of our order to give 
public expression to the esteem, affection, 
and gratitude which we entertain for our 
fraternity brothers who are in the military 
service of our country. The sentiments that 
overwhelm us on occasions like this are dif- 
ficult, aye almost impossible, to express. The 
reflected light of the eye, or a silent tear is 
indeed more effective than words in giving 
expression to our present emotion. The re- 
sistless urge, the ceaseless longingto give 
expression in a public way to deep human 
emotions is the answer to those who ask 
why this ceremony. 

“One may fail to properly interpret the 
significance of this event unless he fully 
comprehends what it really signifies The 
stars on this banner do more than symbolize 
to us the 75,000 loyal, courageous, and pa- 
triotic members of our order who are in the 
military service of our beloved country. It 
represents to us the heartaches and tears, 
the sacrifices and sufferings of the wives. 
the mothers, daughters and sisters of those 
brothers of ours who are giving their all 
that this pes democracy should not perish. 

“It will also be a constant reminder of 
the spirit of unity that our order stands 
for and proclaims,—namely, that the men 
of our faith and of our fraternal order have 
responded willingly and cheerfully, and will 
continue to respond, to the eall cf country— 
and can and will cooperate wholeheartedly 
with their fellow Americans of every race, 
class, and creed in defense of America. 

“Time does not permit me to describe in 
detail the magnificent spirit of service and 
sacrifice that all our members are maxing 
in this emergency. One thing we know,— 
no Knight of Columbus has been found 
wanting. Our brother Knights, and I can 
speak with some intimate knowledge and 
authority, are demonstrating in every cor- 
ner of the world where our battle flag has 
been unfurled, a loyalty, a high degree of 
courage, and a devotion to their country’s 
cause unsurpassed by any group of the mil- 
lions of loyal men and women in our 
fighting forces. In the air, on the sea, and 
on land, in every clime, under every con- 
dition, enduring severe hardships, our broth- 
ers are responding nobly, gallantly, and mag- 
nificently. 

“We are proud of them and our meeting 
here today is to tell them so. These cere- 
monies are to let them know that they are 
not forgotten; that while absent they are 
in the loving thoughts, not only of their 
immediate families, but of every Knight of 
Columbus throughout the land. 

“Many of them are far distant from us as 
we meet here at this shrine of our order. 
Many of them have already suffered much 
in body and mind. Some of them have al- 
ready made the supreme sacrifice. Many of 
them are facing with hearts of steel the un- 
certainty and unknown dangers that lie 
ahead. Though we cannot see each of them 
though we cannot be by the side of any of 
them, yet there is comfort to them and to 
us in the thought that we are in constant 
communicaion with them through the fra- 
ternal spirit and spiritual bonds that pee. 
meate our order and unite all Knights in a 
firmer faith with the Creator. 





“Today we honor, as these members of our 
order would want us to honor, their moth- 
ers, wives, sisters, and other loved ones who 
are oorres on the war on the hidden bat- 
tlefield of their homes. All wars are great 
tragedies, but we must never forget that 
first, last, and foremost, all wars are moth- 
ers’ wars. 

“It is, therefore, with real sincerity and 
with a full understanding of the sacrifices 
they are making, that today, in the presence 
of this service flag, we ask the beloved Arch- 
bishop to lead us in prayer to the God of 
Nations to save, guide, and protect each and 
all of these fighting brothers of ours, and 
also to protect and comfort their loved ones. 


“Fellow Knights, we owe these brothers 
of ours in the armed forces more than words 
pF ~~ and gratitude. We owe them action 
and duty. First and foremost, we owe them 
the obligation to contribute our efforts to 
bring this war, as soon as is humanly pos- 
sible, to a victorious end; to lessen in every 
conceivable ty 4 the loss of human life; and 
to bring them back to their homes and loved 
ones speedily, 

“There is another pledge we owe them. 
During this war there are forces that have 
been let loose which are threatening us not 
only on the battlefronts but on the home 
front as well. Many strange political forms 
are developing in America under the smoke- 
screen of the war. One of these extremes, un- 
believable as it must seem to real Americans, 
is that we must change our form of Govern- 
ment in order for us to cooperate success- 
fully in the postwar organization of the 
world. While fighting regimentation abroad 
with all our stren; and fury, let us not 
submit to regimentation at home, for after 
this war is over American regimentation can 
be just as hateful and intolerable as Fascist 
reg mentation. 

“We pledge them, therefore, that we will 
endeavor at the end of this war to make an 
American, as well as an international peace, 
—a peace that will provide for the safety and 
ow go | of America in the future; a peace 
that will assure the preservation of the free 
Democratic institutions that we inherited from 
our American forbears. While they are fight- 
ing on the war front we insist that there 
shall be no surrender of the American way 
of life here at home. 

“In attempting to solve the gigantic task 
to bring America back to postwar condi- 
tions, let us not repeat the mistake follow- 
ing the last war. Above all other considera- 
tions we must provide for the safety, happi- 
ness, and security of our people here at 
home, and we must plan to defend ourselves 
against all aggressors by maintaining un- 
hampered and undismantied the powerful 
Navy and Air Force we have built up dur- 
ing this war. It ig our strongest, and in- 
deed may be our only protection against 
the greed and selfishness, the power politics 
and economic ambitions of other nations and 
=e jealous and vaulting ambitions of dic- 
ators 

“The members of our order possessed, 
when they entered the service, two birth 
certificates. One they took with them; the 
other they left behind in our keeping. Their 
baptismal certificate,—their faith in the Al- 
mi +! we know they will preserve, for that 
faith is embedded in every fibre of the true 
Knight of Columbus. 

“The other birth certificate they left in our 
beogng, It is the birth certificate of all Ameri- 
cans,—the Declaration of Independence. This 
certificate must not be mutilated. 

“Political principles that will destroy pri- 
vate initiative and bureaucratic control of 
our lives, of education and religion can de- 
oy 4 it. The regimentation, that the war 
has brought to the forefront, of men, women 
and children in all their individual life activi- 
ties can destroy it. Dissipation by waste and 
extravagance of our wealth and resources, 
and the abandonment of foreign trade policies 
that have built up our industries and made 
our as men and women the most pros- 

erous in the world, on the theory that free 
rade among nations will make for world 
peace, can destroy it. The book-educated spe- 
cialists with the policy of exaggerated in- 
ternationalism can destroy it. Our zeal and 
desire to help the world, unless restrained by 
determination to keep out of the present 
world brawls of ideologies and greed, a 
power lust, and plots to despoil people of 





their inalienable rights can destroy it. All 
these and many other subtle means in the 
political life around us can become as dan- 
gerous to our institutions as any foreign 
war. 

“The peace that America most of all wants 
after this war is that our people be left free 
to live their lives as their ancestors did; 
free to work, to play, to pray, and to live 
without the necessity of Governmental per- 
mission or by direction of Governmental 
edict. 

“Now, a final promise to our _ brother 
Knights whom we honor today: we _ shall 
plead and fight for the inspiring peace pro- 
gram proposed by the Knights of Columbus. 
No sounder or saner peace objectives have 
been presented by any of the many groups 
who have been planning after-the-war peace 
programs. 

“Our armed forces on the battle-fronts are 
going to win the war, but it is folly to as- 
sume, what unfortunately is a_ prevailing 
opinion, that it can be done without sacrifices 
beyond measure and tremendous losses that 
no one can possibly calculate, during the 
days ahead. But are we, who have not the 
responsibility of military service and en- 
joying the comforts of home life, willing to 
serve and sacrifice to win the peace? 

“To succeed in obtaining a just and last- 
ing peace will call for a high degree of 
courage and much of the spirit to do or die 
that our armed forces are displaying on 
every battle-front. 

“If America fails in its efforts for a peace 
based upon justice it will not be because of 
defects arising from _ ill-conceived objec- 
tives, but from lack of firm, bold, and direct 


application of sound principles to changing . 


realities as they occur during the war and 
following the war. Our after-war difficul- 
ties will be greatly lessened if our owf nation 
and our Allies all realize that they possess no 
mandate to determine the forms of Govern- 
ment, the policies or viewpoints of the peo- 
ples in Europe, whether powerful or weak, of 
varying customs and races, who during this 
war have become the victims of aggression 
and who have shared with us the heavy task 
of destroying ruthless aggression. 

“As we fight unflinchingly for a just peace 
we must keep in mind that such a peace is 
premised, from first to last, upon the faith on 
the part of our people and the peoples of 
the world in the basic value of such things as 
freedom,—political, territorial and religious. 
Unless the doctrine, that has gained ground 
alarmingly in recent years through the world 
that the individual possesses no right which 
the state is bound to respect, and that force 
can be substituted for justice, is definitely 
crushed, we are certain to lose the battle for 
peace. Enduring peace will bless mankind 
only when the world becomes an association 
of truly free states recognizing as funda- 
mental to the enjoyment of liberty and peace, 
as the American founders of this Republic 
did, the God-given rights of free individuals. 

“Our forefathers did not begin with the 
Declaration of Independence. They began 


with God. Freedom was not their creation. 


Freedom was something God had’ bestowed 
on mankind. They conceived their function 
was to create a government which guaranteed 
the protection of freedom. Only if the spirit, 
—the spirit of ‘In God We Trust’ is at the 
peace table when the war is over, will the 
hopes of lasting peace be realized ‘by men of 
good will the world over, who have seen and 
felt the folly and futility of war’ 

“These ceremonies will be shortly con- 
cluded. Tomorrow and the day after, and for 
many days in the future, our brother Knights 
scattered throughout the world serving our 
country on land, and in the air, and on the 
sea will learn about these ceremonies. We 

ray that it may be a source of strength and 
{nspiration to them to know that we fully 
sense our responsibilities on the home front 
and that we will not let them down. I pledge 
in your name, we will not let them down.”

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Double-Time Credit for Pay 


Those enlisted men of the Army who 
retired, or will retire, on less than 30 
years’ actual service because of foreign 
service between 1898 and 1912 for which 
they received double-time credit toward 
retirement, will receive maximum retired 
pay of their grade under a bill, H. R. 
1675, passed by the House this week and 
sent to the Senate. 

Since the pay act of 16 June 1942 pro- 
vided that only actual service can be 
counted for pay purposes, those personnel 
who retired before completing 30 years’ 
actual service, thanks to one or more 
tours of double-time service, receive only 
45 per cent or less longevity pay. The bill 
would give such men the full 50 per cent 
longevity pay in computing the retired 
pay of their grade. 








Service Commands Meet 

Commanding generals of the Army’s 
nine service commands and the Military 
District of Washington met in New York 
City 20 April for an informal discussion 
of mutual problems. 

Maj. Gen. T. A. Terry, commanding 
general of the 2nd Service Command, 
was host to the officers. 
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Women’s Pilot Bill 

Adjournment of the Rules Committee 
on Thursday of this week will delay until 
next Tuesday, at least, its expected con- 
sideration of H.R. 4219, the bill that pro- 
vides for the placing of the members of 
the Women’s Air Force Service Pilots in 
the Army Air Forces. By its provisions 
a maximum of male pilots now on per- 
manent duty in the United States would 
be released for overseas duty, their places 
in this country being taken by qualified 
WASPS. 

After a meeting of the House Military 
Committee on Tuesday, at which this 
legislation was considered, Chairman 
May announced that, when the Dill 
reaches the floor, an amendment will be 
offered embodying the Brooks bill, H.R. 
4269. The amendment will direct the 


‘Army to commission any person who has 


satisfactorily completed, under the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration war-train- 
ing-service program, the primary, sec- 
ondary and cross-country flight courses, 
and either the elementary-instructor 
course or the link-trainer course, pro- 
vided such personnel are qualified, ac- 
cording to Army standards, for flight 
duty. 

, aa Henry H. Arnold, command- 
ing general of the Army Air Forces, has 
stated that the Army has been commis- 
sioning qualified graduates of the Civil 
Aeronautics war-training-service pro- 
gram who meet the Army’s flying stand- 
ards. 





Settle Personal Affairs 


Personal affairs officers have reported 
that many men about to depart for over- 
seas are not giving early consideration 
to arrangement of their personal affairs. 
Such matters as allotments, insurance, 
maternity care for wives and family al- 
lowances should be put in order before 
service personnel leave their home sta- 
tion. Personal affairs and legal assist- 
ance officers at posts, camps and stations 
will render assistance in such cases. 
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Use of Negro Troops 


Approximately 14 per cent of Negro 
personnel in the Army are scheduled for 
assignment to combat organizations, the 
Secretary of War told Representative 
Louis Ludlow, Ind., in a letter made pub- 
lic by Mr. Ludlow this week. 

Mr. Stimson stated that the ratio of 
Negro personnel to other personnel in the 
Army will reach 10.4 per cent during the 
present year. This ratio, he pointed out, 
is the same as the ratio of Negroes to 
other races registered under Selective 
Service. 

“Of our total enlisted personnel,” Mr. 
Sfimson wrote, “6,245,720 will be white, 
709,280 Negro.” 

Reminding that details of employment 
and disposition of units could not be re- 
vealed, the Secretary said: 

“Tt may be stated that of the total Ne- 
gro strength of the Army, approximately 
50 per cent are now overseas or en route. 
Moreover, 32 per cent of the Negro con- 
tingent overseas are combat and combat 
support troops. I am sure you realize that, 
as is the case with many white units, a 
large number of Negro combat units will 
not be employed in combat until concen- 
trations are completed for projected 
major tactical operations scheduled for 
the future.” 

As he had previously told Represen- 
tative Fish, N. Y., Mr. Stimson reminded 
that colored inductees possess less edu- 
cational background than white in- 
ductees. 

“In a recent study of all men processed 
at reception centers from June through 
December 1943, 20 per cent of the Negroes 
and 74 per cent of the whites were rated 
in grades I, II and III by Army general 
classification tests; 80 per cent of the Ne- 
groes and 26 per cent of the whites fell 
in grades IV and V.” 

Reminding that these tests do not re- 
flect native abilities, Mr. Stimson said 
the first six months of special training 
given grade V men had resulted in as- 
signment of 90 per cent of 29,000 Negro 
trainees to advanced training, and many 
had made “excellent soldiers.” 

In his letter to the Secretary, Mr. Lud- 
low had called attention to reports col- 
ored troops were used principally in ser- 
vice units, and had asked Mr. Stimson 
“in the hope of allaying dissatisfaction” 
to state the total of colored and white in 
the Army, the number of Negroes in com- 
bat and in service units, and whether it 
was planned to place additional Negroes 
in combat. 





Dedicate Army Hospitals 


Lt. Gen. Brehon Somervell, command- 
ing general of the Army Service Forces, 
and Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, Surgeon 
General, are scheduled to participate in 
dedicatory exercises for the England 
General Hospital at Atlantic City, N. J., 
on 28 April. 

The two officers also participated in 
the fledication of the Crile General Hos- 
pital, at Cleveland, Ohio, on 21 April. 
This 1,700-bed hospital is commanded by 
Col. Robert D. Harden, MC. 

On 14 April, General Kirk received the 
degree of Doctor of Science at Davidson 
College, Davidson, N. C., and delivered 
the principal address at the dedication 
of the William Joseph Martin Hall of 
Science Building at the college. General 
Kirk was accompanied by Brig. Gen. 
James S. Simmons, head of the Division 
of Preventive Medicine, and an alumnus 
of Davidson College. 


Exchange Aids Combat Study 


An exchange of combat personnel of 
the infantry and air force has been made 
at the Italian front to further the study 
of the role of each in combat. 

The exchange was effected after 
bombs, falling wide of their mark, in- 
flicted casualties among ground troops 
and caused much criticism of the air 
force. After going on bombing missions 
members of the ground troops stated that 
they better appreciated the problems of 
the airmen while members of air crews 
who have been with the infantry agree 
that the air force still has much to learn 
regarding ground support. 





Army Casualties and Prisoners 


The War Department this week ap. 
nounced the names of 830 officers and ep. 
listed men killed in action, 1,136 wounded 
in action, 2,097 missing in action and 194 
who are held as prisoners of war by the 
enemy. Of these last two are interned hy 
Bulgaria and 194 by Germany. :

quite different from those of the Army. The 
Navy college-training program is a good il- 
lustration. It is of vital importance that a 
continued supply of officers be available for 
the Navy next year and in succeeding years. 
The Navy ootege-toeieing program is de- 
signed to meet this need, for the men in the 
program are studying mathematics and the 
hnical and engineering sciences which are 
the prerequisites of a competent deck officer. 
On the first of March there were nearly 70, 
in the V-12 program. While this number 
may be reduced during the next year, there 
is no indication that this program can or 
should be eliminated. * * * 

.“The elimination of nonessentials has per- 
mitted increases in the fire power of our Ves- 
sels. As an example, the USS South Dakota 
when undergoing repairs in 1943 received an 
increase of 600 r cent in the number of 
barrels of her close-in antigircraft battery. 
The antiaircraft fire of a large carrier was 
increased 109 per cent. * * * 

“Particularly in the case of capital ships, 
oar ships have clearly demonstrated that they 
contain within themselves the resources to 
beat off sustained enemy air attacks. Not one 
capital ship—cruiser, carrier or battleshi 
has been sunk by enemy airplanes in the 
past 14 months. * * *

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“Typical of the improvement in antiair- 
craft defense is that of some of our battle- 
ships whose antiaircraft fire power has been 
increased as much as 1,000 per cent since the 
time of Pearl Harbor. * * * 

“Although our carrier strength has in- 
creased eight-fold numerically since Pearl 
Harbor, it is important to note that the ex- 
pansion is made up in the main of vessels 
of merchant-type construction of relatively 
low speed and limited airplane-operating ca- 
pacity. A continuing need will exist during 
the course of the war with Japan for all the 
large, fast carriers we can put in service in 
the Pacific. * * * 

“Naval aviators completing their training 

today receive more hours of instruction in a 
better integrated ground-school program 
than did the naval aviators trained in peace- 
time. * * * 
» “By the end of the year it is hoped that the 
flight hours in the combat planes may be 
increased by at least 50 per cent, and doubled 
if possible. * * * 

“The changes in tactics in the Pacific in 
the past year from the defensive to offensive 
have increased the demand for bombardment 
ammunition, which is designed for maximum 
bursting and smash effect for shore bom- 
bardment. 

“At Tarawa the Navy learned that what 
had theretofore been regarded as a very ex- 
tensive softening-up by gunfire and bombs 
was not sufficient to prevent a heavy sacri- 
fice of life among the landing forces. How 
well this lesson was learned was evidenced 
by the assault on Kwajalein only a few 
months later, when the expenditure of am- 
munition was greatly increased in propor- 
tion to what it was at Tarawa, and the loss 
of life was very much lower.” 





Navy War Bond Purchases 


War bond purchases amounting to $46,- 
036,481 in March by Navy personnel 
pushed the total for bonds purchased 
by them since the inauguration of the 
bond program in October, 1941, to $512,- 
700,115. Sales in March, 1943, were $17,- 
759,915. 

The March volume of Navy bond busi- 
ness was the second highest in the his- 
tory of the program, being exceeded only 
by the December, 1943, total of $57,021,- 
654. The latter total, however, was boost- 
ed substantially by the Pearl Harbor Day 
cash sale on December 7 of $23,079,770.

Beating the Japs 


To beat the Japanese we must not only 
be superior in Naval strength, but vastly 
superior, and the greater the superiority 
the greater the speed and the greater the 
saving, declared Rear Adm. C. M. Cooke, 
jr., USN, deputy Chief of Staff to the 
Commander in Chief, U. S. Fleet, in an 
address at the New York Times Hall, 
20 April. 

Discussing the Japanese War, Admiral 
Cooke said: 


A year ago the Japanese holdings in the 
Western Pacific roughly comprised a circle 
of about 5,000 miles diameter—a circle with 
a perimeter of about 15,000 miles. Extending 
from this circle they held salients—one in 
the Aleutians including Attu and Kiska, the 
second in the Gilberts extending 600 miles 
southeastward from the Marshalls, the third 
in the Solomons extending 500 miles south- 
eastward from New Britain, and the fourth 
in Burma. The Burma salient still remains 
in Japanese hands, but the other three sal- 
ients have been seized and occupied. Further, 
the Japanese perimeter has been breached by 
the seizure of the Western New Guinea-Bis- 
marek Archipelago area, and by the seizure 
of the Western Marshalls—which has given 
us an advance during the year of approxi- 
mately a thousand miles. 

As we push on to the westward, our lines 
of communication become longer, the Jap- 
anese lines become shorter, the Japanese 
perimeter of defense smaller. To overcome 
the increasing disadvantages of position, we 
must be able to mount and maintain a cam- 
paign of such tempo that Japanese replace- 
ments can never keep pace with losses—a 
rapidity of successive blows that will never 
permit the enemy to get set for succeeding 
attacks. 

In order to impose unconditional surrender 
on the fanatical Japanese, we must plant ade- 
quate ground and air forces on the adjacent 
Asiatic mainland while maintaining for them 
a line of supplies from the United States. 
We have a long way to go, but we can get 
there faster than many think. 

The required elements of superiority are: 

Our Navy must be strong enough to per- 
mit simultaneous attacks from a number of 
directions without fear of inferiority in any 
of them—such that we can press forward 
boldly ready to accept losses calculated to 
speed up the campaign and establish firm 
lines of communication to the Asiatic main- 
land, It is not enough that we should be su- 
perior in Naval strength. We must be vastly 
superior—the greater the superiority the 
greater the 2 and the greater the saving. 

Our shipping program must continue in 
order to meet the heavy requirements of thou- 
sands of miles of Pacific communications, In 
the meantime the dire straits of Japanese 
shipping tontinue to grow more desperate 
under the relentless toll exacted by our sub- 
marines, assisted by our surface craft and 
aircraft. 

Air—We have, of course, overwhelming air 
superiority. Our task is to bring this su- 
periority to bear from land and sea airdromes 
with shattering impact against a dwindling 
Japanese air force. 

Ground Forces—Herein lies our most diffi- 
cult problem, the problem of deploying 
ground forces sufficient to bring to defeat the 
very strong Japanese ground forces on the 
battlefields necessary for close blockade and 
for securing the positions for bombing 
Japan. But possession of the initiative and 
superior equipment will meet our needs. We 
give power to our ground forces by the mo- 

ility and flexibility afforded by superior 
strength at sea and in the air. Our strength 
of attack will depend not only upon the size 
of our forces, but upon the speed and the 
suddenness with which they are moved to 
selected points of attack. 

The demands for speeding this amphibious 
war in the Pacific, a tremendous amphibious 
war, reversing the Japanese onslaught, must 
guide the capacity production necessary to 
meet the time demands that we must set for 
ourselves.

American Expeditionary Station, for his 
Fifth Army, then in training in French 
Moroceo. A station was erected in Naples 
six days after its capture. 

The shortwave programs, particularly 
the more important ones, are scheduled so 
they will be broadcast at the same time 
each week on the various beams and on 
the same day of the week on all beams. 
Adherence to these schedules, deviating 
only when conditions beyond control make 
it necessary to do so, makes it possible to 
develop an audience listening habit among 
troops comparable to that of the radio- 
listening public in this country. The time 
block system also made it possible to set 
ap uniform broadcasts of news provided 
by the Army News Service, another Army 
Information Branch medium. On most 
beams news broadcasts are on the hour, 
nearly every hour of the broadcast pe- 
riods. Aside from the dissemination of 
general news the value of the broadcasts 
as a medium of informing the soldiers on 
many subjects vital to him cannot be too 
greatly stressed. Such information, in- 
eluding the subjects of pay allotments, 
Army life insurance and important health 
nstruction, is given from time to time. 

[Important among strictly entertain- 
ment programs are the sports broadcasts. 
These include play-by-play transcriptions 
of the more important special events such 
a8 football and baseball. In addition to 
these, boxing matches, golf, basketball 
sames and horse races are being broad- 
cast. With the scheduling of programs in- 
‘0 specified areas at specific times it be- 
‘ame possible for the Expeditionary Sta- 
tions to pick up the programs and re- 
broadeast them. 

Another project of the Armed Forces 

Radio Service Program Section has been 
telping men in the field produce and di- 
rect their own radio shows. This project 
ma kes available an instruction manuel on 
he writing and production of radio pro- 
srams. A large variety of script material 
$ also made available for their use.

I" is inconceivable that the people of Hawaii are upholding the grants of writs of 

habeas corpus by District Judge Metzger in cases he has tried, which would de- 
prive them of the protection of martial law. Their lives, their homes, and possibly, 
their position as a territory of the United States, are at stake. It is inconceivable that 
the Circuit Court to which the Department of Justice has taken an appeal, will per- 
mit the decisions to stand, since they imperil the security of the United States, and 
may result in disaster to our arms in the Pacific and Far East. Justly concerned as 
our people are for the observance of the Bill of Rights in our Constitution, they realize 
there are conditions and circumstances which make suspension of those Rights im- 
perative. As to the former, Hawaii must not forget that its main value to the Nation 
is as a base for our Fleets, and for the furtherance of our operations against our com- 
mon enemy, Japan, and to a lesser extent, against our common enemy, Germany. 
The strategic position of the islands at the cross-roads of the Pacific was the primary 
reason why our country accepted their plea for annexation, and it was as a gesture 
of good will more than continental need that caused Congress in 1900 to designate them 
as a territory which was a step toward ultimate statehood. But what Congress has 
given it can take away, and should it develop that the absence of martial law is re- 
sponsible for sabotage or for the transmission of vital intelligence to Japan, the latent 
feeling at the Capitol about the matter would become a demand for a change in the 
status of the Islands from that of a territory to a dependency. The American people 
would like to think as apparently the Islanders do, that Hawaii is no longer in danger, 
but they have the testimony of Admiral Nimitz and General Richardson, Commanders 
held in high esteem, that this is not true. Strong and alert as are our Fleets, Air 
Forces and Troops, an air carrier might bomb Pearl Harbor and our air fields again, 
sabotage could occur and loyal to America as are most of our citizens and residents 
of Japanese, German and other foreign blood, there may be spies supplying informa- 
tion to Japanese submarines; and any of these occurrences would impede and em- 
barrass our military and naval activities. These are sound reasons for the Secretaries 
of War and Navy—Mr. Knox spoke bluntly this week—to insist that martial law be 
not discarded until all danger shall have passed. And as the security of continental 
United States is concerned, it may be expected that the people will demand continued 
application of the mild form of martial law for the islands such as has been, and is 
now, enforced by the Army and Navy High Commands in cooperation with the 
civilian authorities. 


HB status of highest priority which the War Production Board has given the 

manufacture of heavy artillery, reflects the new phase of warfare upon which 
we are preparing to enter, and the greater emphasis upon ground forces which it 
will require. Marlier in the war high priorities were given to the weapons immedi- 
ately needed at that time—aiplanes, tanks, tank destroyers, 40 and 90 mm. field guns, 
and anti-aircraft artillery. In the later phases of the conflict the construction of 
landing craft was given the right of way. Asa result heavy siege artillery was kept 
in the background, and now that we will need it to smash Germany’s land forts we 
must buckle down to intensive manufacture. Fortunately, we have designed and 
tested weapons of the size artillerymen say we will need—8-inch and 240-mm. guns. 
That we are so far advanced in production, is a tribute to the Ordnance technical 
men and Artillerymen who doggedly plodded forward in the early 30’s when disarma- 
ment idealists classified heavy mobile artillery as “aggressive weapons.” So strong 
was this feeling that there was long and serious discussion, backed by influential 
leaders in many countries, to outlaw as “aggressive” any gun over 155-mm. Against 
this proposal General MacArthur, then Chief of Staff of the Army, threw the weight of 
his office in his 1983 annual report as Chief of Staff. He branded the proposal as one 
that would entail a distinct sacrifice in our own readiness for defense. While the 
proposal was never agreed to, the discussion put a stigma on the heavy mobile ar- 
tillery in the public mind with the result that we did not manufacture them in the 
quantities we should have done. However, Ordnance wisely proceeded with the de- 
sign and development, and that preparation now enables us to go forward with an 
accelerated production program. Following quantity production, there also will 
have to be a period of field training so that the troops will know how to handle and 
fire such huge weapons, but the work the Field Artillery School has been doing will 
facilitate and shorten the time of such training. That we were not better prepared 
with more heavy weapons sooner, must be blamed upon the meager appropriations 
and general distaste for them a decade ago.

New Guinea: Air patrols in the

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Foreign Affairs—Between the United Nations tentative stiggestions regarding post- 
war armaments, are being exchanged. These suggestions are based, first, upon se- 
curity, and, secondly, upon the maintenance by each of adequate forces which will 
be used to prevent or suppress all disturbances of world peace on the basis of ar- 
rangements to be made in connection with the international organization to be 
created. Possibly the forces employed for these purposes will be regional, that is 
to say the United Nations and the Nations which will be associated with them whose 
territory and interests lie in a defined section of the world, will be charged with re- 
sponsibility for the preservation of order in that section. For instance, Australia 
and New Zealand already have entered into a pact relating to the Southwest Pa- 
cific, with participation open for the Dutch, French, and, perhaps, the British and 
ourselves. The United States, Great Britain and Russia have subscribed to an agree- 
ment for the maintenance of the independence and territorial integrity of Iran, which 
could be extended to insure peace in the Near East. There is the matter also of the 
Western Mediterranean region which is of special interest to Britain, France, and a 
democratic Italy, and the Balkan region, breeding place of war, which is of par- 
ticular concern to Britain and Russia as well as France, and so on. In the discus- 
sions of this idea of regional control, first advanced by former Ambassador Hugh 
Gibson at the abortive Geneva Disarmament Conferences some years ago, it may be 
the difficulties of world division and clashing interests will prevent ‘its adoption. In 
such case the proposed International Peace Organization may be called upon to select 
the nations whose forces are to be used in a disaffected area. Whatever the final 
understanding, the objective which Secretary Hull has in mind is a stable world. 
This necessarily includes the stable Europe that is the immediate aim of the various 
maneouvres in which he is now engaged. 

Aiding Mr. Hull in the development of his plans are selected groups of the 
Senate and House, and the Committee created at the instance of Representative 
Wadsworth which will study the post-war armament of the United States, its char- 
acter, organization, ete. Neither in Administration nor Congressional circles is 
there any suggestion that after peace shall come the United States will return to 
pre-war weakness. The lesson learned is so bitter that it would seem the people 
never again will permit a policy of unwise economy to reduce our Army, Navy and 
Air Forces to the point where we will be open to attack. Secretary Hull, who for 
years because of our lack of power, was unable to speak strongly to Japan, is leav- 
ing no doubt of his attitude on this Score. In the Moscow agreements which he signed 
with three other major nations, he was careful to require not disarmament but re- 
duction of armaments. What limitations will be imposed will be a subject of ne- 
gotiation, but in no case is it intended to have them fixed at a point which would 
jeopardize American security. That likewise is the attitude of the British and Rus- 
sian Governments, and, in all likelihood, that of Chung-King. The difficulty of de 
veloping an international agreement on this subject is proven by past experience. 
Especially pertinent in this connection are the notes exchanged by the United States, 
Great Britain, Japan, France and Italy, preparatory to the London Naval confer- 
ence of 1930, which are published in a volume of Foreign Relations just issued 
by the State Department. Those notes disclose that the then British Minister Ram- 
say MacDonald, was gravely concerned over the security of Britain and her Do- 
minions, and while he stated that his government had no objection to our building 
whatever we wished, because he regarded war with us as unthinkable, he was forced to 
take into account the strengths of Germany, France and Italy in Europe, and that of 
Japan in the Pacific and Far East. Japan was entirely agreeable to any cuts the 
western Powers might make in their Navies and Naval programs, and in the light 
of later events apparently was shrewdly figuring even then on superiority in her 
section of the world. Therefore, she urged that the ratio theory of naval strength 
be dropped. Cruisers and Destroyers have been proved by the current war to be 
of inestimable value, and we find from the correspondence that the Japanese were 
arguing their need of them because of the long coast line of their islands. From 
the conference finally evolved a treaty, which based upon an artificial yardstick, 
established paper parity in fleet units as between the United States and Great Britain, 
and extended to Japan the theory of the 5-5-3 ratio to Cruisers and Destroyers. Dis- 
regarding the spirit of the treaty, Japan promptly built to the utmost under the 
treaty, and Britain, because of her Far Eastern interests, was compelled to do like- 

There started also a building race in Cruisers, Submarines, Destroyers and 
aircraft by France and Italy, with the reappearance of battle cruisers in the plans 
of the French Navy in answer to the pocket battleships laid down by Germany. It 
followed that no agreement was possible at a conference designed to be held in 
1936, because Japan then involved in China and proclaiming her purpose to establish 
the “Co-Prosperity Sphere,” was unwilling to accept the alleged inferiority involved 
in the ratio which she had accepted originally at the Washington Conference of 1922. 

It is clear from the experience with the London Conference as well as those 
which had been held during long years at Geneva tha the basis for determining 
the relative Army, Navy and air forces the major powers are to maintain, will be 
the national policies of those Powers. Those policies relate to security, territorial 
possessions, Commerce and vital interests. In our own case, besides them, as Under 
Secretary of State Long said last week are our ideals of individual liberty, orderly 
democratic government, social justice and fair play. To support this comprehensive 
policy, we must have adequate Army, Navy and Air Forces. So must other nations. 
It follows that before any understanding can be reached on reduction of armaments, 
there must be adjustments of national interests. Hence the importance of the joint 
surveys being made by the representatives of the major United Nations, which cover 
such matters as world oil, distribution of natural resources, aviation, etc. These 
surveys are preparatory, as Mr. Hull and Prime Minister Churchill have said, to 
the international conference which will be held after the war. Congressional determi- 
nation to take part in the framing of all the final settlements was expressed again 
this week in connection with the continuance of Lend-Lease. By a vote of 334 to 21, the 
House extended the system until June 30, 1945,.and postponed the date for its dis- 
solution to July 1, 1948. Adopted as an amendment to the original bill was a provision 
denying to the President the power to assume or incur any obligations with respect 
to post-war economic policy or post-war military policy except with the approval of 


In denying to neutral diplomats in London the privilege of travel and uncensored 
communication with their Governments, Great Britain has adopted and even ex- 
panded a policy first decreed by Count Bismarck during the Franco-Prussian War. 
At that time Paris was under siege, and Bismarck announced that that City not 
being a proper central point of diplomatic intercourse, he would permit only “open 
letters” to be transmitted by diplomatic agents. He explained that while he had 
every confidence in those agents, it was necessary for him to consider the possibility 
that important information concerning military facts might escape them, and that 
they could not guarantee the good faith of the couriers they employed. Our Gov- 
ernment promptly notified Bismarck that his refusal to ‘allow the American Min- 
ister at Paris to send a messenger to London with a pouch containing dispatches 
from his Legation, unless the contents of the pouch be unsealed, was a “discourteous 
proceeding” which could not be acquiesced in by the United States. It was further 
stated that the right of a blockading force, whether by sea or by land to cut off 





the diplomatic representatives of a neutral state from all intercourse by letter with 
the outer world, was neither “expressly recognized by public law,” nor “even alluded 
to in any treaties on the subject,” and, finally, that the right of legation was parg- 
mount to belligerent right, and should not be curtailed unless there were reasop 
to believe that the right would be abused, or “unless some military necessity, which 
upon proper statement must be regarded as obvious, shall require its curtailment,” 
The result of the remonstrance was that Bismarck permitted the American Am- 
bassador to communicate with his Government. It is now the contention of Great 
Britain that the United Kingdom is an armed camp as was Paris over seventy years 
ago and that military necessity calls for the measures it has taken respecting the 
neutral diplomats. Our Government, which was consulted by Great Britain before 
it sequestrated these diplomats, recognizes that while the right of legation implies 
the right of diplomatic representatives to correspond with their own Government it 
has sometimes been interfered with and abridged in time of war. Because the lives 
of our troops are involved, we hold this abridgement is correctly being resorted to by 
the British Government. Likewise, while sympathizing with Eire, we approve the 
cutting off of that country from foreign communication; but we are hopeful that 
President de Valera finally will determine to comply with our request for the ex- 
pulsion of the German and Japanese diplomatic agents in Dublin. That our relations 
with Eire are most unhappy is shown not only by her failure to comply with our re 
quest for the suppression of Axis Legations and their spying activities, but by the 
note we have received from that Government pleading that Rome be spared from 
military destruction. The President replied that the Germans entrenched in the city 
are using it for military purposes, and that—in this he was peremptory—the fate of 
Rome rests in Berlin. President De Valera must have known this to be the case, and 
it is assumed that in raising the question of the preservation of the Eternal City he 
was motivated by a desire to embarrass Washington politically. 

There is no doubt that both the German and Japanese General Staffs are con- 
cerned over the stoppage of means of obtaining information regarding the move- 
ments of our forces in England and the Pacific. Ignorant of the points where we 
will land in Western Europe, the former must be constantly on the alert, and re- 
enforcing reserves and shifting them to area where they can be rapidly transferred 
to threatened points’ Had it not been for the necessity of preparing against the 
western thrust, it is plain that Hitler would have offered sterner resistance to the 
attacking Red Armies. Certainly, he would have endeavored to hold on to Roumania, 
and would not have relinquished his grip on Nicolaevsk and Odessa or have prepared 
to abandon the Crimean Peninsula; for those are vital strategic areas which open the 
way for the Reds to the Baikans, and which are of special concern to Turkey. In- 
deed, coupled with the representations made by the United Nations at Ankara, 
Russian reconquest of these areas is forcing Turkey to curtail if not forbid alto- 
gether the shipment of chrome to Germany. So far as Japan is concerned, Secretary 
Knox increased this week the rasp on her nerves by intimating that the bombing 
which the Kuriles have been undergoing is preliminary to our occupation of those 
islands. As a result of a conference of German representatives with Premier Tojo, 
Tokyo emitted a statement boasting that the United Nations are merely fighting on 
the perimeter of the Axis countries and that the latter would win the war. In view 
of the constant retreats forced upon the Germans by the advancing Red Armies, of the 
abandonment of large areas of the Pacific to our Fleet, and of the occupation of 
islands preliminary to our advance toward the Philippines, it would seem that the 
situation is not as rosy as Tojo and his conferees would like the world to think. 

Earnest as our efforts have been to induce Finland to protect her own interests, 
there is discouragement here at the prospect that she will not accept Russia’s terms 
to withdraw from the war. Those terms were modified as a result of the exchange 
of views between Helsinki and Moscow, but it has become obvious that the Finnish 
Government is determined to continue as a German Ally. We have warned it of the 
consequences of such action, but our warning and pleas so far have fallen on deaf 
ears. That Stalin will impose harsh terms on Finland when Germany is con- 
quered, is certain. Probably he will require unconditional surrender, in which case 
Finland will not have even the status she had as a Grand Dutchy of Czaristic 
Russia. In such event, the United States cannot intervene, for with justice, Russia 
could take the position that Finland had her chance and muffed it. Mr. Hull is still 
patient in this matter, and is trusting that reflection will cause the Finnish leaders 
to abandon a course so detrimental to the continuance of the independence of their 
Republic. 


Ordnance Department—aAccording to a report prepared by Col. George W. Outland, 
an Ordnance officer recently returned to this country from Lord Mountbatten’s 
headquarters, Army Ordnance troops are doing a magnificent job in that theater. 
Ordnance is supplying three major combat units in the Far East—<American 
ground forces, Chinese ground forces, and the American Air Force—with all types 
of ammunition and bombs. They are also charged with the responsibility of main- 
training and repairing the fleets of Ordnance trucks which are daily hauling supplies 
over the Ledo road to troops in the advanced areas. The pounding which trucks re- 
ceive in the forward part of the road, which has not yet been completed, causes many 
of them to crack under the strain. Many of these can be repaired and those com- 
pletely wrecked are turned over to salvage experts to be utilized as spare parts. 


Marine Corps—An attempt to get as many men in the Limited Service Marine Corps 
Reserve, Class IV, into the, Volunteer Reserve as possible has been ordered by Ma- 
rine Corps Headquarters. 

It was pointed out that at the time of organization of the Class IV Reserve the 
age limit for general service enlistment in the Marine Corps was 30 years of age, 
and accordingly many men were placed in the Class IV group because of age alone. 

Commanders have been instructed to give every man in Class IV under the 
age of 38 a physical examination to determine his fitness for general service. In each 
case where a man found physically qualified does not request a change in classifl- 
cation, a complete statement is to be obtained from him giving his reasons why he 
does not choose to so volunteer. A transfer will entail a slight loss in allowances 
for personnel of the lower four grades who have small families, for in the limited 
service reserve, personnel of all grades have been receiving the quarters and trans 
portation allowances normally payable only to personnel of the first three grades. 

The optional wearing of service ribbons and badges on summer service shirts 
by officers and enlisted men throughout the Marine Corps has been authorized by 
the Commandant. Commanders are also authorized to prescribe the wearing by 
members of their command of decorations and medals on summer service shirts 
at special ceremonies or on other appropriate occasions. 

That Marine units evacuating Pacific islands on which they have landed have 
on several occasions left their heavy equipment for use of the Army organizations 
which followed them was revealed by Lt. Gen. Alexander A. Vandegrift, cater we 
dant of the Marine Corps, in testimony on the 1945 Navy Department Appropriatio 
Bill. 

“We go in and take a place,” General Vandegrift told the House Appropriation 
Committee. “Then when we leave it, we leave our heavy equipment there yo 
Army, such as our 90-mm guns, our 40-mm guns, our heavy transport and s ca 
things.

Army Air Forees—Brig. Gen. Myron R. Wood has been appointed Director of Admin- 
istrative Services for the United States AAF in the European theater. The appoint- 
ment was announced by theater headquarters 17 April. 

The return to the United States of the American Service Mission which has been 
conferring in London on aircraft design and technical problems was announced by 
the War Production Board recently. 

Headed by T. P. Wright, director of the Aircraft Resources Control Office, the 
mission was composed of officers of the AAF and the Naval Bureau of Aeronautics, 
including: Rear Adm. DB. M. Pace, Brig. Gen. Grandison Gardner, Brig. Gen. B. W. 
Chidlaw, Capt. H. R. Oster, USN; Capt. L. C. Stevens, USN; Col. R. C. Wilson and 
Comdr. J. S. Russell, USN. 

Accompanying the group was Air Vice Marshal R. B. Mansell of the British Air 
Commission. The mission was in England for about four,weeks, where the members 
joined with British technicians in conferences and inspection tours. This, Mr. Wright 
reports, represents one more step in the pooling of technical information and ideas 
through which the English and American aircraft production programs have been 
= to produce planes capable of outflying and outfighting anything the enemy has to 
offer. 

More than 300 American airmen are now interned in Sweden. Since the 8th 
Air Force commenced deep attacks on Germany, 36 Flying Fortresses and Liberators 
have been forced down in this neutral territory. According to a Stockholm broadcast 
recently recorded by CBS over 80 planes of various nations have involuntarily come 
down in Sweden since the war began. The broadcast stated that of these 15 had been 
shot down by Swedish ground defenses. 

A recent Anglo-American broadcast from London to the United States featured 
two airmen, Col. John Ulricson, commanding a Mustang fighter group, and Group 
Capt. Richard Atcherley, on the staff of Air Marshall Trafford L. Leigh-Mallory, who 
stated that the invasion role of air power will be to stun the German forces ahead of 
the advancing infantry. It was made clear by Col. Ulricson that the ground forces 
cannot hope to have the airmen wipe out all opposition. 

“At the beginning of the operations,” he said, “there will be two battles to be 
fought, one in the air and one on the ground. The first objective of tactical air power 
is to eliminate enemy air power altogether, then concentrate on ground targets im- 
peding the advance of the land armies. If the man on the ground sees ten enemy 
planes he may not realize 300 Hun planes started out and that the other 290 never 
arrived on the battlefield, thanks to the air umbrella.” 

A fighter squadron of the 5th Air Force, known as the “Headhunters,” stationed 
somewhere in New Guinea, last week shot down its 202nd enemy plane. Allied com- 
manders there stated that it was the first American squadron to reach that total. 

The Japanese radio, in a broadcast recorded by NBC, said that memorial services 
were conducted this week in Tokyo on the anniversary of the bombing raid led by Lt. 
Gen. James H. Doolittle two years ago. 

Maj. Richard I. Bong, Fifth Air Force fighter pilot who became the first AAF 
fighter to better Capt. Edward V. Rickenbacker’s World War I record of 26 enemy 
aircraft shot down in aerial combat was sent a cengratulatory message last week by 
General Henry H. Arnold, commanding general of the AAF. Earlier, Captain Ricken- 
backer had declared his intention of sending Major Bong a case of Scotch whiskey, 
which prize he had offered to the first flier to better his record. When interviewed 
at his base Major Bong told press representatives that he did not drink, but that he 
would distribute the Scotch to them who did. By ATC plane went a gift from Gen- 
eral Arnold—two cartons of soft drinks. With them went this message: “Understand 
you prefer this type of refreshment to others. You thoroughly deserve to have the 
kind you want. The Army Air Forces are proud of you and your splendid record. 
Congratulations.” 


New Weapons of Warfare—Representative Vinson, Georgia, Chairman of the House 
Naval Committee, disclosed recently the successful employment of rocket guns by the 
Navy. In telling of the various programs of the Bureau of Ordnance he said: 

“In addition there are a number of new programs undergoing development, the 
results of which will be intensively applied in the future. An example of this is the 
tremendous rocket program and its numerous ramifications. 

“Naval rockets have not enjoyed the same publicity given to the use of German 
and so-called London-bound rockets, but the Bureau of Ordnance for some time has 
been supplying them to the fleet in steadily increasing quantities. They have been 
used with good results on landing craft, and with respect to this use particularls a 
large procurement program is under way. The entire rocket field will doubtless under- 
go great expansion which will involve new and necessary production facilities. Cur- 
rently, the equipment for the production of propelling charges is critical.” 

Rear Adm. George F. Hussey, jr., chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, appearing 
this week at a press conference of the Secretary of the Navy, was questioned by re- 
porters on the use of rocket guns. He replied: 
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“We are using rocket guns. We are pursuing the development of rockets very 
actively with the help of some of the best brains in the country. We have set up an 
Ordnance test station for the development of rocket guns.” 

Admiral Hussey stated that one difficulty with a rocket is the lack of accuracy, 
adding that it would improve. 





Bureau of Ships—The destroyer Hainsworth was launched 14 April at Kearny, N. J. 
The vessel was christened in honor of the late Comdr. William McCall Hainsworth 
by his widow. 

The fleet minesweeper Refresh was launched 12 April at the yard of the General 
Engineering and Drydock Co., Alameda, Calif. The sponsor was Miss Muriel Mad- 
dox, daughter of Capt. Charles H. Maddox, USN. 

At the Morris Heights, N. Y., yards of the Consolidated Shipbuilding Corp., the 
subchaser PC 1550 was launched 11 April. The sponsor was Mrs. Thomas E. Hughes. 


Naval Aeronautics—Admiral DeWitt C. Ramsey, chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 
appearing at House subcommittee hearings on the Navy Department Appropriation 
Bill for 1945, revealed a general program of examination of lighter-than-air stations 
with a view toward their possible use for heavier-than-air activities. 

“The lighter-than-air program is not finished,” he said, “We are still getting 
deliveries of ships, but the program has been cut back.” 

Admiral Ramsey stated that there are about 45 of these stations including those 
with the auxiliary facilities. He went on to say: 

“We have certain specific plans for the conversions of stations to meet chang- 
ing emphasis on different features of the program. For instance, we are giving up 
a primary training activity which we feel we can afford to give up in the interest 
of turning it into an operational training activity, with training in large four-engine 
planes of the B-24 type.” 

There are, he stated, 12 lighter-than-air stations still functioning. The lighter- 
than-air program of the Navy is at present confined to nonrigid ships. No rigid air- 
ships are being constructed and there are none on hand. 

In speaking of types of Navy parachutes, Admiral Ramsey stated that the single 
release, or single-point release, is subject to faulty operation if the mechanism 
should become rusted, or clogged with foreign matter. The three-point release chutes, 
he said, are normally operable under any conditions. 

It was also disclosed at a subcommittee hearing that the Bureau of Aeronautics 
has requested the erection of a building for aircraft electrical research. 

At Fort Sill, Oklahoma, 38 Naval aviators last week completed a six-day course 
at the Field Artillery School in adjusting artillery fire, using their F-6-F Hellcats 
as the field artillery uses the grasshopper. The fighter pilots conducted firing prob- 
lems on the firing range, using actual artillery and observing from a grasshopper. 
Later they began using the Hellcats. The Hellcats are expected to cruise at ap- 
proximately 200 miles per hour while observing. Using grasshopper methods of fire 
adjustment, the naval planes will be able to adjust naval artillery fire on land 
during invasions. 

Two successful rescues at sea have been made recently by Navy non-rigid patrol 
airships. Ens. Lowell E. Buys, USNR, commanding the K-59 picked up 2nd Lt. 
Harvey Medcalf, USMC, from a raft off the coast of Southern California. The other 
airship to perform a sea rescue was the Navy blimp K-115, operating from the same 
base and commanded by Lt. (jg) Peter J. Culbertson, USNR. Observing the crash 
of a carrier plane, the crew of the blimp dropped a life raft on the wing tip of the 
sinking plane. The pilot stepped into the raft and was picked up by an escorting 
carrier. 


Army Signal Corps.—Lt. Col. Harold A. Buck, former Plans and Training Officer 
of the Pastern Signal Corps Schools at Fort Monmouth, N. J., has been named Execu- 
tive Officer to Brig. Gen. W. O. Reeder Commanding General of the Schools. Lt. Col. 
Buck succeeds Col Wolcott K. Dudley who has been assigned to Camp Bowie, Texas.

Precommissioning Training — Additional information on the Navy’s training of 
ship crews prior to going aboard ship, previously discussed in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, was given to the House Appropriations Committee recently by Capt. G. W 
Mead, jr., USN, hearings released last week disclosed. 

Captain Mead told the committee that recruit training has been discontinued at 
San Diego, Newport and Norfolk, and that facilities of those stations are now used 
for precommissioning training. About eight weeks before a new ship is completed, the 
personnel who are to form its crew are ordered to one of the precommissioning centers. 
There, the personnel are integrated into a ship’s company and the officers, petty 
officers and other men are assigned to the particular divisions and departments in 
which they will serve. Capital ship equipment is made available at Newport, and at 
Norfolk there is destroyer and destroyer-escort equipment. Facilities include guns 
boilers, fire control gear, ground tackle and electrical equipment. 

Before the war, Captain Mead pointed out, 75 per cent or more of the crew of a 
new ship consisted of experienced men, and all hands had the benefits of a long shake 
down cruise before the vessel became an operating unit of the fleet. “Shakedown 
cruises these days are ventures into the war zone,” he said, “and the price of ignorance 
can be high. Furthermore, there is a pressing need for ships and it is highly desirable 
that new ships become useful operating units as quickly as possible with a minimum 
loss of time in a training status.” At present, he went on, about one-third of a crew 
will have been to sea before, one-third will have come from technical or trade schools 
and the other third will have come direct from recruit training. 

A few weeks before the ship is ready, the commanding officer and some of the off- 
cers and leading petty officers will go to the yard to become familiar with the ship. 
When the ship is ready the rest of the complement will go aboard from the precommis- 
sioning school and take her out for a brief shakedown cruise. 

“Precommissioning training has proven successful in the past year and fleet com- 
manders have indicated their desire that such training be given for all types of ves-

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Reports on Aleutians 


Men of the Aleutians need quicker re- 
lief, more cooks, more shows and more 
liquor, Representative Warren G. Magnu- 
sop, Wash., a member of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee and a Naval Reserve 
officer, reported to the committee this 
week, following his return from a tour of 
the islands. 

Mr. Magnuson also saw much to praise 
on his tour. Facilities were excellent, 
morale high, cooperation between the 
services excellent und service stores well 
stocked. 

Stopping first at Annette Island, Mr. 
Magnuson found men complaining of the 
“ytter lack of any recreational facilities.” 
There was little work to do inasmuch as 
enemy action had moved far to the west. 
However, Maintenance of the Army and 
Navy bases there, because of the impor- 
tance of Annette as an air stop, was 
necessary. 

Sitka had been over-built at excessive 
cost, the Congressman stated. “It should 
be reverted back to a section base status,” 
he remarked, pointing out that Rear Adm. 
F. J. Whiting, commandant of the 17th 
Naval District, was taking steps to re- 
duce personnel. 

Kodiak Naval Base, according to Mr. 
Magnuson, is one of the most adequate 
of naval bases “if not one of the finest 
in the Pacific. Present runways are suffi- 
cient to take care of any type of plane.” 
He urged that this base should be main- 
tained to the fullest extent because it will 
always be an important way-station in 
handling aircraft on the north and south 
Aleutian run. 

Emphasizing that storage facilities at 
Kodiak are the finest in Alaska, the con- 
gressman reported that backlogs of sup- 
plies for all activities to the westward are 
being fully maintained. 

Mr. Magnuson’s sole criticism of the 
Kodiak Air Base was that there appeared 
to be a surplus of Army personnel, and 
that many trained men are “stagnating” 
there. To utilize some of the “waste time,” 
Kodiak “University” has been set up, he 
said, with officers who have taught gen- 
eral and special subjects in civil life in- 
structing well-attended evening classes.

Cites Growth of Navy 


Admiral Ernest J. King, Commander 
in Chief of the United States Fleet and 
Chief of Naval Operations, speaking 15 
April at graduating exercises of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation National 
Police Academy at Washington, D. C., 
characterized the growth of our fleet as 
little short of miraculous. 

He emphasized that we are not relying 
on orthodox methods of warfare and are 
meeting each situation as it arises or as 
we create them ourselves. 

A partial text of his address follows: 

“It is gratifying to report to you today 
that we have reduced Japan’s merchant fleet 
to not more than two-thirds of what it was 
when we were attacked. We have sunk well 
over two million tons of her cargo tonnage, 
and have so seriously damaged her fleet of 
warships that she can never hope to make up 
losses by building new fighting ships or re- 
pairing those that we have damaged. One in- 
dication that Japan’s shipping problem is be- 
coming acute is the wide use she is making 
of self-propelled barges, many of wood, for 
long inter-island hauls of both men and ma- 
terials. If she had enough ships she would 
never resort to such transportation. To date 
we have sunk, probably sunk, or damaged by 
submarine action at least 600 Japanese mer- 
chant vessels. She cannot stand such a rate of 
loss for any length of time and keep her em- 
pire together. The dissolution of that empire, 
of course, is one of the primary objectives of 
this war. 

“All in all, the operations of the past twelve 
months have been highly encouraging. In the 
Atlantic, we have reduced the submarine sit- 
uation from the status of a menace to that 
of a problem. Today we know that Germany 
is concentrating on the building of subma- 
rines to the exclusion of other shipbuilding, 
and we know how many she is producing. But 
it is unlikely that Hitler will be able to ter- 
rorize Atlantic shipping lanes again as he did 
two years ago. 

“In the Pacific, the strategy of the enemy 
has been fairly simple. While we were pull- 
ing ourselves together after the shock of 
Pearl Harbor, the Japanese quickly overran 
large areas in the Far East. They reasoned, 
and rightly, that if they succeed in retaining 
possession of the inner portion of these areas, 
they will have won the war. The outer ring 
of islands which they occupy serves chiefly as 
their fighting front. Through their persist- 
ence in holding these islands they hope to 
make our advance so costly that we will give 
up the effort to break into their inner de- 
fense. 

“But whatever the cost, we know that we 
cannot regard victory in the Pacific as any- 
thing short of the dissolution of the Japa- 
nese Empire as a military power. To ac 
complish this objective we must deliver the 
heaviest attacks of which we are capable, as 
frequently as we are able, where they will 
hurt the most. This will require every ship, 
every landing craft, every airplane and every 
piece of material—and the trained personnel 
to man them—that can be made available. 

“Our fleet, I can assure you today, is grow- 
ing at a pace that is little short of miracu- 
lous. Its growth could only have been made 
possible by the energies and the skill of a 
great and resourceful people. Most of all, the 
progress we have made in arming ourselves 
within the past year constitutes in itself a 
lasting tribute to the American workman. He 
is doing more than I can tell you to win this 
war.” 


Seek Officers for Far East 

The War Department plans to assign 
about 200 officers each month to training 
which will qualify them for civil affairs 
duties in occupied, or to be occupied, 
areas in the Far East. 

Officers must be under 50 years of age, 
temperamentally qualified for such work, 
physically qualified for limited service 
overseas at least and in grades of second 
lieutenant to lieutenant colonel, inclu- 
sive. They also should be qualified in 
one of the following fields: administra- 
tion, law, public works and utilities, com- 
munications and transportation, public 
safety, public relations, finance, eco- 
nomics, education, public welfare or sup- 
ply. 

It was made clear by the Army that the 
obligation to remain on active duty only 
six months after cessation of hostilities 
applies to officers on civil affairs duty in 
the same manner as officers in other as- 
signments. 








Given Air Command 

The appointment of Maj. Gen. Hoyt 8. 
Vandenburg as Deputy Commander in 
Chief of the Allied Expeditionary Air 
Force was announced 19 April at General 
Dwight D. BHisenhower’s headquarters. 
He succeeds Maj. Gen. William O. Butler, 
whose new assignment has not been an- 
nounced. 








Shortage of Naval Chaplains 


The Director of the Chaplains’ Divi- 
sion of the Bureau of Personnel of the 
Navy, Captain Robert D. Workman, has 
declared that “the Prtoestant churches 
of America are falling down in providing 
the clergymen needed to meet the needs 
of the men in the nation’s naval service.” 
The statement was made on 19 April by 
Chaplain Workman, who is on an inspec- 
tion tour of the religious activities of na- 
val chaplains in the Atlantic and Medi- 
terranean areas. 

Pointing out that the chaplains’ corps 
has grown from 100 to 2,000 in member- 
ship since the outbreak of the war, the 
Chief of Chaplains said that the March 
quota is short by 400 chaplains. The 
shortage, according to his statement, is 
among the Protestant denominations, 
the Jewish and Roman Catholic allot- 
ments having been met at all times. 





Promote Navy Lieutenants 


Orders are due to be issued, beginning 
today, 22 April, promoting approximately 
5,500 lieutenants of the Regular Navy 
and Naval Reserve to the temporary 
grade of lieutenant commander. 

The lieutenants promoted were chosen 
by a selection board from among all the 
lieutenants in the Navy who were on ac- 
tive duty in two-stripe rank from 15 June 
1942, or earlier.

The revenues being derived from ex- 
isting tax laws promise to cut the Na- 
tional Deficit on June 30 by $1.5 billions. 
This is the expectation of the Treasury 
as a result of its analysis of the returns 
received on March 15. At that the deficit 
will be huge, more than $56 billions, 
which will be added to the National Debt. 
Encouraged by the higher yield, the 
House Ways and Means Committee is 
continuing to draft a measure for the 
simplification of returns. One over-all ef- 
fect of a proposal it is considering would 
be to relieve 30 million taxpayers from 
filing returns and adjusting the withhold- 
ing tax so as to take the entire liability 
from salaries and wages up to $5 thou- 
sands. There would be simplification of 
the returns of 20 million other persons. 
It is tentatively estimated that the net re- 
sult for 50 million taxpayers would be a 
saving to them of $60 millions. In order 
to promote recreation, and to save jobs 
for entertainers being dismissed by clos- 
ing night clubs, a proposal is being con- 
sidered by the Committee to cut the caba- 
ret tax from 30 to 10 per cent. It will be 
some time before the Committee will re- 
port a bill, and there may be no enact- 
ment until the next session of Congress. 


The National Labor Relations Board 
has handed down a decision holding that 
wage workers cannot strike while waiting 
for the disposition of an appeal by the 
Board. The devision came in the case of 
the Independent Magazines and Deliv- 
erers Union, which objected to the delay 
in the approval of a wage increase agreed 
upon by the workers and the American 
News Co., of Paterson, N. J.

Production Board as a result of differing 
views on the manner in which conver- 
sion of industry from war to peace shall 
be handled. In the absence from Wash- 
ington of WPB Director Nelson, his 
Chief Assistant, Mr. Charles E. Wilson, 
had planned a committee to do the job. 
Mr. Nelson claimed that the directive 
would limit the possibilities for civilian 
production. He has formed a nine-man 
committee representing different phases 
of our economy, to advise him on major 
reconversion policy. On this committee 
Labor will have two members, and man- 
agement, heavy industry, distribution, 
agriculture, consumers, public opinion 
and finance, one each. This committee 
will consider such matters as timing the 
return of particular companies to civilian 
production, regulation of the entry of 
new firms into established fields, and al- 
lotment of materials both to old and new 
concerns. 

Bituminous mine operators are re- 
ported to be willing to comply with the 
demand of John L. Lewis for the pay- 
ment of $18 millions to members of the 
United Mine Workers Union in settlement 
of claims for back pay for “portal-to- 
portal” travel time. At the suggestion of 
Secretary Ickes, who is Federal Admin- 
istrator of the Government-held mines, 
the operators will ask the War Labor 
Board to award $40 to each miner pend- 
ing decision upon a working contract, a 
provision of which will include payment 
of the item.

Merchant Marine 


Improvements made in Liberty Ships 
as a result of recommendations of a tech- 
nical board have eliminated crack-ups 
completely, Vice Adm. Russell R. 
Waesche, Commandant of the Coast 
Guard, told the naval subeommittee of the 
House Appropriations Committee during 
hearings on the 1945 naval supply bill. 

As a result of the first crack-ups, Ad- 
miral Waesche said, a board was ap- 
pointed consisting of the engineer in chief 
of the Coast Guard as chairman, of Rear 
Adm. Howard Vickery of the Maritime 
Commission, of David Arnott, chief sur- 
veyor of the American Bureau of Ship- 
ping and of Rear Adm. Edward L. Coch- 
rane of the Bureau of Ships. 

Studies of this board, in cooperation 
with the British, resulted in “a lot of 
changes” in the construction of Liberty 
vessels, tankers and other types, Admiral 
Waesche said, declaring that the studies 
were still going on. 

“They have not lost a single one since 
the improvements have been made,” he 
said. “And all of these ships that are 
cracking up are those that have not got- 
ten back here and had the changes made.” 


Drive for Seamen 


With recruitment of men under 26 for 
the merchant marine stopped, except for 
discharged veterans and 4-F’s, the War 
Shipping Administration has launched a 
drive to obtain men 26 years of age and 
older for merchant ships. 

An urgent need for personnel exists, the 
WSA stated. 

Present age limits for all departments, 
except stewards, is 35 years, 6 months. 
In the stewards department men up to 50 
years of age are acceptable. 


Prepare for Invasion 

American and British Army medical 
facilities will be available to all United 
Nations seamen who may be wounded 
in the forthcoming invasion of Europe, 
War Shipping Administration officials 
have announced. The announcement fol- 
lows recent discussions between WSA, 
British Ministry of War Transport, and 
British and American Army officials. 

Casualties will be registered and 
cleared through the British Ministry of 
War Transport and the Recruitment and 
Manning Organization of WSA. These 
two agencies will arrange to have men 
treated at British and American Army 
hospitals in the United Kingdom or at 
ree casualty stations on the beach- 
heads.

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Reports on Naval Bases 

Naval personnel operating bases in the 
Atlantic function in a most efficient and 
effective manner “which reflects the high 
calibre of command in each instance,” it 
js stated in a report made this week by 
a subcommittee of the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee. The group urged per- 
manent retention of the bases leased from 
England and the transfer of American 
vessels to Brazil. 

In the report it was stated: 

At Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, we were most 
impressed with the utilization under existing 
conditions of that operating base under the 
command of Rear Admiral George A. Weyler, 
USN. We suggest, howeves, that Guantanamo 
Bay, be further utilized as far as possible. 

In Puerto Rico, your sub-committee visited 
Roosevelt Roads. We regret that we found 
here an unjustifiable project and expenditure 
of money in the light of present conditions. 
Your sub-committee found completed one of 
the world’s largest graving docks with all 
supporting features but no work to justify its 
construction. Only a skeleton crew, supported 
solely for maintenance purposes, was present 
during the period of the visit by your sub- 
committee. We suggest that the Navy De- 
partment make a further study of the entire 
Caribbean area. In view of the fact that 
our Naval requirements in the Caribbean 
area have been substantially altered since the 
authorizations for the developments at Guan- 
tanamo Bay and Roosevelt Roads because of 
the acquisition under the destroyer exchange. 

Your sub-committee was most impressed 
with the Navy Operating base at Trinidad, 
B. W. I. under the command of Rear Admiral 
A. G. Robinson, USN. 

Your sub-committee at this time cannot 
too emphatically stress the importance of 
retaining and maintaining all facilities at 
Trinidad now in possession of the United 


States. Here is to be found a natural and 
most advantageous base of operations for 
the Atlantic fleet. Nature has endowed the 


harbor of Trinidad and this endowment 
should be recognized by the Navy Department 
through a long range policy which will insure 
the permanent status of our fleet in these 
waters. It is our considered opinion that our 
Naval activities at this base should never be 
allowed to lapse or become dormant. 

In discussing Brazil and its relations with 
the United States your sub-committee cannot 
overlook the splendid work done by a most 
ffective triumvirate of representatives of this 
nation, specifically United States Ambassador 
Jefferson Caffery, Vice Admiral Jonas In- 
gram and Gen. Robert LeG. Walsh. These 
men have worked in complete harmony in 
the development of our relations with Brazil 
and its officials. 

Too much cannot be said for the work 
done by Vice Admiral Ingram. He has been 
an inspiration not only to his American asso- 
ciates and colleagues but also to the Brazil- 
lans. 

Your sub-committee, recommends that the 
proper government authorities take immediate 
steps to continue the present policy of co- 
operation in connection with the operation 
of military bases and facilities already estab- 
lished in Brazil but with a view of removing 
all uniformed personnel following the sign- 
ing of the peace. It is most important that 
Brazil comes to the full realization that it is 
hot the desire of the United States to dominate 
the Brazilian people through military pres- 
ence or activity but to fully collaborate with 
them in a civilian unity of action, following 
the war, to our mutual benefit. 

It is your sub-committee’s suggestion that 
such vessels of the United States Navy as may 
be determined surplus for peace time activity 
and protection, be assigned to the Navy of 
razil and to any other Pan-American nation 
whose relationship to the United States is as 
cordial, constructive and co-operative as ex- 
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emplified by Brazil, for the use and soatatng 
of their enlisted and officer Naval personnel. 

Your sub-committee directs the attention 
of the Navy Department to the large number 
of combat vessels which, of necessity, will 
be de-commissioned or otherwise removed 
from service following the war because of 
depletion of navy personne] and reduction 
to peacetime proportions. 

our sub-committee can think of no better 
use to put many of those vessels than to have 
them commissioned in the navies of our 
Pan-American friends. 

In visiting many of the Naval Bases on 
British territory, established pursuant to 
the executive agreement transferring fifty 
over age American destroyers to Britain in 
return for our right to construct military bases 
at these localities and to maintain them for 
a period of years, your sub-committee 
was impressed with the great amount of 
money spent on these bases during the com- 
paratively brief existence of the agreement. 
When measured’ in terms of 99 years the 
American investment at those bases will be 
tremendous. 

Having acquired the right to build the 
bases on foreign territory and having invested 
and preparing to invest still further, we feel 
it should be a mistake for the United States 
to ever abandon the bases, even at the end 
of 99 years. When measured by the life of 
an individual, 99 years is a long time. In the 
life of ad nation it is negligible. Rather than 
await the expiration date and encounter the 
hazards of ill will and difficulties which may 
arise, we feel that steps should be immediately 
taken by our government to have the bases 
changed to in perpetuity. 

Your sub-committee is impressed with the 
fact that without the full cooperation and 
assistance of the Brazilian government in the 
utilization of Natal, the successful African 
campaign would have been delayed for two 
years, if there would have been a success- 
ful African campaign at all. Your sub-com- 
mittee is further impressed with the fact 
that plans made in advance of anticipated 
events are most beneficial to ultimate and 
more rapid success. We urge therefore that 
the United States not mark time on the bat- 
tleground of war but progress along the ave- 
nues of peace lest there be still another war 
at the end of the path on which we now walk. 





Loss of Planes at Catania 
Following publication this week of re- 
ports that American planes were shot 
down by Allied gun fire at Catania the 
War Department issued two official an- 
nouncements as follows: 
On 19 April: 


“In reply to questions regarding losses of 
planes in the Catania operation the War De- 
partment today issued the following state- 
ment: 

“ ‘While we normally do not discuss opera- 
tions in a British area, it may be said in this 
instance the United States loss in the Catania 
operation on the night of July 13-14, as taken 
from official records, was 10 transport planes 
and 44 officers and men missing, of which 50% 
were estimated as having been caused by 
friendly antiaircraft fire.’ ” 

On 20 April: , 

“The Honorable Henry L. Stimson, Secre- 
tary of War, was asked the following ques- 
tion today at his press and radio conference: 

“‘Can you tell us, Mr. Secretary, why our 
losses at Catania, in Sicily. were not an- 
nounced at the same time as those near Jela?’ 

“Mr. Stimson replied as follows: 

“<‘The answer is simple. All operations in 
the vicinity of Catania were under British 
command, and it is not our custom to report 
their operations any more than it would be 
for them to report ours. 

“‘The delay in announcing these losses in 
both victorious operations is understandable 
when you consider the unpredictable reasons 
which lead up to them. A dozen different 
reasons contributed to the losses, ranging all 
the way from unexpected enemy action dur- 
ing the hazards of the complicated air, sea 
and ground operation at night to the tense- 
ness of thousands of men under enemy fire 
for the first time. 

“Tt is impossible to give a complete expla- 
nation of all of these contributing factors 
without, as I have said, giving the enemy a 
blueprint of our method of conducting such 
an offensive. I believe it is enough to say 
that the defects, wherever they were found, 
were made the basis of intense study with the 
view of preventing their recurrence. 

“ “All students of warfare know the hazards 
incident to a complex battle situation, and I 
simply want to remind you that never before 
in history have we been compelled to deal 
with the complications we are faced with 
today in modern warfare. 

“To say that the Army will tolerate blun- 
dering, or endeavor to cover it up, is simply 
not true. I am confident that the public will 
not over-emphasize what, in truth, are un-

Eligibility for Muster Pay 

All service beyond the continental lim- 
its of the United States which can be 
counted for additional foreign duty pay 
is service outside the continental United 
States under the terms of the Mustering 
Out Payment Act, the War Department 
has ruled. Similarly, service at sea en- 
titling personnel to increased sea pay, 
provided such service is performed on a 
vessel beyond the three-mile limit, is 
service outside the United States for the 
purposes of the act. 

The department also held that mem- 
bers of the armed forces discharged to 
accept enlistment or commission in the 





Inter-Departmental Pay Studied 

The inter-service pay committee is 
continuing its study of a bill which will 
combine all the amendments to the pay 
act of 16 June 1942 which are pending. 
The committee has remembered the 
hodgepodge which resulted from the many 
piecemeal amendments to the 1922 pay 
act, and which the 1942 act was designed 
to correct. Already one amendment, that 
of 2 Dec. 1942, has been added to the pay 
act, and many others are in process of 
enactment. Purpose of the inter-depart- 
mental committee is to insure that these 
amendments do not create new injustices 
and that they harmonize with the orig- 
inal act. 

Under study are proposals to (1) in- 
clude academy service for pay purposes, 
(2) permit warrant officers and enlisted 
men to count for pay purposes all the 
service which officers may count, (3) 
make permanent the right of officers to 
count prior enlisted service for pay pur- 
poses, (4) credit service in the old Med- 
ical Reserve Corps for pay purposes, 
(5) provide payment of enlistment allow- 
ances to Naval and Marine Corps re- 
servists who ship over into the regular 
forces after the war, and (6) broaden the 
definition of parent, as regards eligibility 
for dependents’ allowances, to include 
persons in loci parentis as well as nat- 
ural parents. 

Also under study, it is said, is the ad- 
visability of placing non-piloting officers 
of Navy air crews on a flying pay status. 
Under present conditions such naval air 
crew officers as bombardiers and naviga- 
tors, who are not pilots, receive only the 
technical observers’ pay of $720 a 
year, instead of the 50 per cent flying pay 
which pilots and enlisted air crew mem- 
bers receive. 





National War Service Law 

The Secretary of War, the Secretary 
of the Navy and the Chairman of the 
Maritime Commission met 20 April with 
representatives of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers and the Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads to discuss 
the necessity for national war service leg- 
islation. Also present and joining in the 
discussion were General George C. Mar- 
shall, Army Chief of Staff, Admiral 
Ernest J. King, Commander in Chief, U. 
S. Fleet, and Chief of Naval Operations, 
Lieutenant General Brehon H. Somervell, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Ralph A. 
Bard, Senator Warren R. Austin of Ver- 
mont and Representative James W 
Wadsworth of New York. Conference had 
previously been had with national labor 
leaders. 

Following the meeting they issued a 
joint statement urging legislation to pro- 
vide adequate manpower for essential in- 
dustries which must increase production 
despite transfer of employees to military 
service, 

“Before the end of the year,” they said, 
“we estimate that the armed services 
will require an additional 1,400,000 men. 
The uncertainties of the invasion may 
largely increase this total. Most of them 

almost all—will be obtained through 
the democratic processes of the Selective 


Service system. Most of them, too, will 
be drawn from vital industries which 
must not only obtain replacements for 


the employees called to the armed ser- 
vices but which must in many instances 
increase their working forces.” 





Pacific Furlough System 


Lt. Gen. Robert Richardson, command 
ing General of Army forces in the Central 
Pacific, announced this week that a 
quota system of furloughs is being 
worked out. 

“In the past,” he is quoted in dis 
patches, “we could have sent more men 
to the coast but there was no way to get 
them back. The commanding general 
would be delighted to give furloughs to 
all if it were possible. Under the per- 
centage plan which is now feasible we 
will do the best we can.”

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Manpower Estimates 


In a statement this week setting forth 
the Army’s need for the induction of men 
under 26 years of age, the Secretary of 
War emphasized that the Army must call 
on Selective Service for men sixty days 
in advance. Losses also, he said, must be 
estimated in advance. 

He said, in part: 

“I want to emphasize that the Army will 
continue to do its job as quickly and as 
economically as possible, under the condi- 
tions it faces. When conditions are found 
to have changed as the time of induction of 
the men required arrives, the Army will not 
hesitate to revise requests to obtain the num- 
bers and types of men needed. It is inevitable 
that in this war of manifold and complex 
uncertainties, estimates on numbers and types 
of men required by the armed services made 
months in advance will sometimes be wide 
of the mark. However, I should like to point 
out that while a variation of 100,000 between 
estimated and subsequent actual strength ap- 
pears very large in a newspaper headline, 
it is less than 2 per cent of the total strength 
of the Army. Under the circumstances, 2 per 
cent is not an unreasonable margin for error 
in estimates.” 





Infantrymen in War 


The Infantryman again emerges from 
the “roar and clatter of aerial and mech- 
anized war” as the soldier who still must 
drive home the assault, Under Secretary 
of War Patterson declared 20 April in an 
address in Times Hall, New York. 

“As the infantryman again emerges 
from the roar and clatter of aerial and 
mechanized war as the soldier who still 
must drive home the assault,” he said, 
“he changes the thinking of those who 
had wished him away. For he represents 
manpower and demands readjustments 
that affect every home, industry and 
group that make up our nation. For those 
who grumble at the problems inherent 
in this demand for manpower, I have no 
comforting assurances. It is my belief 
that our manpower problems will be 
worse before this war is won.”
